Shoots Self in Temple 


While Despondent Be- 


cause of Sickness 


Clifford G. Archer, 47, city mail 


carrier, fired a 32-caliber bullet 
from a new revolver, xvhich he pur- 
chased last Thursday, into his 
right temple in the basement of 
his home, 904 Walnut avenue, at 3 
o'clock 
Sunday 
afternoon. His 


death took place very shortly aft- 
terward and the body was removed 
to the Jones funeral home where 
an inquest was conducted by Coro- 
ner Frank Nangle at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 


Sheriff Gilbert Finch was the 


first witness to testify before the 
jury and stated that he was called 
about 4 o'clock Sunday afternoon 
by Charles Dyckman, a brother-in- 
law, 
who was spending the day at 


the Archer residence. Arriving at 
the home, the sheriff stated, he 
found a physician present and the

Nazi Medics May Be 


Condemned to Death 


Nuernberg, Dec. 9—(AP)—Brig. 


Gen. 
Telforg Taylor demanded to- 


day that 22 men 
and 
women 


charged -with 
conducting 
Nazi 


medical experiments on live vic- 
tims be condemned as murderers 
who poisoned the entire German 
medical profession 
under Adolf 


Hitler. 


Gen. 
Taylor opened the trial of 


high-ranking Nazi doctors in the 
same court where Hermann Goer- 
ing, 
Joachim Von Ribbentrop and' 


other Nazi ringleaders were sen- 
tenced to death last October. All 
pleaded innocent. 


In sharp, bitter tones, the Amer- 


ican prosecutor outlined his case 
to an all-American court and as- 
serted: "The third Reich died of 
its own poison." The defendants, 
he said, contributed to that pois- 
oning. 


"The 
victims of their crimes 


are numbered 
in 
hundreds 
of 


thousands," Taylor told the court. 
"A handful only are still alive; 
few of the survivors will appear 
in this courtroom." 


The general declared the group 


operated directly under Heinrich 
Himmler and the armed forces— 
and subjected Poles. Russians and 
Jews to fatal experiments under 
high altitude conditions, to sub- 
zero freezing, to poison injections, 
and to enforced drinking of sea 
water. 


Congress Urged to Ban Strikes 


Which Cut Nations Coal Supply 


Chicago. Deo. 9--(API—Con- 


gress has been asked by the Illi- 
nois Fuel Merchant? association 
to pass legislation to prevent in- 
dustry-wide strikes which shut off 
the nation's coal supply. 


The association, composed of 


retail coal dealers outside the Chi- 
cago area, issued a statement Sat- 
urday asking for legislation which 
would embody these ideas: 


1. A single contract covering all 


coal workers should be forbidden. 


2. A state should be considered 


the largest unit covered by any 
one contract. 


3. "When, because of contract 


negotiations, a strike is called in 
two or more continguous and or 
competing states, the fact of such 
strikes should be considered prima 
facie evidence of a conspiracy to 
restrain trade." 


4. It also should be considered 


prima facie evidence of a con- 


spiracy to restrain trade in any 
case 
where 
contracts covering 


competing or contiguous states 
"are drawn to expire on the same 
date or within six months of each 
other." 


5. Conviction of conspiracy to 


restrain trade should carry severe 
penalties against the union siieh 
as government confiscation of its 
funds, "or the suspension of the 
right to vote to all those who have 
conspired to deprive the whole 
people of a supply of n commodity 
which is a common necessity of 
life." 


6. In 
event 
of 
a 
widespread 


strike, the president should have 
the power to seize the industry but 
should be forbidden to pay workers 
"more than the percentage of the 
wages provided by the expired 
contract which the congress shall 
stipulate and should be forbidden 
to write any new contract between 
the union and the industry."

Her husband, to whom she was 
married last week, had descended 
three floors to reach fire ladders.

caped the Red Cross were record- 
ed. They were Charles (Bill) Ber- 
ry of Cedartown, Ga., southeastern 
bowling- champion, and Julia Hall 
of Albany, Ga., a delegate to 
a 


youth congress.

Labor Scene in US 


Is Brighter Today 


(By The Associated Press) 


The nation's labor picture today 


was the brightest in months. 


Most of John L. Lewis' 400,000 


AFL United Mine Workers were 
digging soft coal again after the 
dramatic ending of their 17 day 
walkout which threatened collapse 
of the national economy. 


In Rockford, 111., 900 workmen 


at the J. I. Case Co., idle for nearly 
a year, started back to work. 
Russel King, president of the CIO 
United Auto Workers local at the 
farm equipment plant, said the 
union agreed to a general 18 cents 
an hour increase. 


Of four Case plants struck last 


Dec. 26, only the dispute at Racine, 
Wis., was still on. 


Boston Plant ^luns 


The Allis-Chahners' B o s t o n 


plant was in production for the 
first time since April 30 follow- 
ing an agreement reached with 
the CIO United Electrical Work- 
ers. ' 


The CIO United Packinghouse 


Workers and the Cudahy Packing 
Company were expected to sign 
a new work contract in Chicago 
today. 
Previously, the union had 


laid plans for strike action against 
Cudahy and other major packers. 


But the labor picture had some 


dark spots, incmding: 


Threat of a repetition of the 


tugboat strike which earlier this 
year tied up New York's huge 
harbor traffic. 


Closing of all public schools in 


Pawtucket, R. I., following a strike 
threat by most of city's 430 
teachers.

Gas Flames Cause 
Canada Hotel Fire 


Saskatoon, Sask., Dec. 9.—(AP) 


—Gasoline flames which the fire 
chief said "moved like a solid wall" 
swiftly turned the 87-room Barry 
hotel into an inferno before dawn 
Sunday, killing 11 persons and in- 
juring 18. 


The fire was the worst in Sas- 


katchewan history and the worst 
in Canada since the Queen's hotel 
fire in Halifax in 1939 when 28 
died. 


A can of gasoline, inexplicably 


placed beside the kitchen range, 
appeared to have caused the holo- 
caust. 
Fred Fries, a waiter, said 


the cook called him to the kitchen 
where he found the gas range 
blazing and the can of gasoline 
shooting flames eight feet, high. 


Heroistm Backfires 


Flics grabbed the gasoline ran 


and tried to run into the street 
with it but bumped into a fright- 
ened customer. 
The can fell and 


rolled into the hotel lobby. Some- 
one else tried to kick it through 
the door, but the draft from a 
large electric fan sent the flames 
spiralling inward. Fries said with- 
in a minute of the last fumble, "all 
Hell broke loose" and the fire was 
beyond control. 


Doctors said they expected one 


or two of the injured persons to 
die 
The bodies of the 11 dead 


were so badly charred that it was 
hours before identification of 10 
could be made and one remained 
unidentified. All were Canadians, 
including two women, one of them 
a Negress, and two Chinese. 


There wore 120 guests in the ho- 


tel when the fiie broke out and 
firemen succeeded in carrying doz- 
ens to safety. 
Most of the. dead 


were trapped in their rooms. 


Otto F. Goeke, district engineer

ing ar.a maintenance uf fine high- 
ways and also a prominent part in 
the civic life of this city. 


He was a graduate of the Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin in civil en- 
gineering. 
Immediately* 
after 


graduation he was employed in 
bridge department of the Great 
Northern railway on design and 
detail of bridges and later was 
employed in bridge department of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul 
& Pacific railway, and worked a 
year and a half with the American 
Bridge Company. 


In Decmber 1914 he took a civil 


service examination given by the 
Illinois Highway Department for a 
position of Junior highway engi- 
neer and soon thereafter received 
appointment. 
Later he took a 


promotional examination for posi- 
tion of Assistant Highway 
En- 


gineer and served as Assistant 
District Engineer from 1917 to 
1922. 


In 1922 Mr. Goeke was promoted 


to the position of district engineer 
in District No. 2 which includes 
the 
counties 
of Jo Daviess, 


Stephenson, Winnebago, Ogle, Car- 
roll, Whiteside, Lee, Bureau, Henry 
and Rock Island with headquarters 
at Dixon.

French Liner Snaps 


Lines, Crashes Dock 


Le Havre, France, Dec. 9—(AP) 


—The German-built liner Europa, 
renamed the Liberte by the French, 
snapped her moorings in a gale- 
driven tidal wave today, gashed 
her side against harbor wreckage 
and sank into the mud on a shal- 
low side of the Le Havre basin. 


The 49,746-ton vessel, assigned 


to France as war raparations, set- 
tled with a heavy list upon reces- 
sion of the tidal wave, xvhich had 
caused the sea to nse three feet 
above normal. However, a rising 
tide later righted her, indicating 
she had retained some buoyancy. 


French line officials expressed 


iope that the Liberte, dogged by 
Dad luck since she was launched 
at Hamburg as a North German 
Lloyd liner in August, 1928, could 
be refloated. 


The sea and wind tore the ves- 


sel from the French line docks 
and shoved her across the basin, 
.vith anchors dragging, 
in 
less 


than three minutes. 
Wreckage 


staved in the Liberte's side at the 
evel of the machine room and 
.vater flooded through the gaping 
bole. 


However, there was no loss of 


ijfe. All aboard were taken ashore 
at 8 a. m. Fire fighting companies' 
stood by.

The supreme court today agreed 
to give a quick ruling on the val- 
idity of the contempt conviction 
of John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers, in the soft coal 
strike.

Grows; Some See 
Slump Hitting in '47 


Few Believe Country is 


"Talking Itself Into" 


a Depression 


Washington—(AP)—The burn- 


ing question is "recession or boom 
in 1947?" 


Talks with highly placed govern- 


ment fiscal and economic experts 
bring out these facts: 


1. Many, probably most, expect 


a recession in. 1947.'followed by a 
prolonged boom. Some believe the 
boom will end in a crash. 


2. A few see "no compelling 


reason" for an economic slump in 
the foreseeable'" future. But these 
do not predict it will not occur. 


Men in the latter group feel that 


it's quite possible the country is 
"talking itself into a depression." 


One of "them explains it thus: 
"They say 'we had a depression 


after the last war, therefore we'll 
have one after this war. This war 
lasted twice as long, so the depres- 
sion will come twice as late and 
be twice as bad.'" 


Agencies May Block Crash 


But. this man added, business 


conditions, then and now differ in 
many respects. The national econ- 
omy now includes many govern- 
mental agencies and institutions 
which it did not have before the 
1929 crash. This man ond others 
who think like him look to these 
agencies to buttress the economy 
, against collapse. 


Newest and most strategically 


placed of such units is the Presi- 
dent's council of economic ad- 
visers, whose job is to gather 
economic facts and recommend 
measures to promote the nation's 
economic well being-. 


What the council says in its first 


r e p o r t—a confidential memo- 
randum to the President due J}ec. 
16—may supply the key to the ad- 
ministration's economic policies for 
the coming year. 
The president, 


under the "full employment" act 
of 1946, will make an economic re- 
port to congress at. the beginning 
of the next session, presumably 
based on the council's findings. 


Whatever action the council may 


recommend, many experts in other 
agencies of the government doubt 
that any steps could be taken in 
time to avert a recession in 1947 
if one is on the way. 


See Five Possibilities 


Here are five ways these pessi- 


mistically 
inclined 
experts 
say 


they think a recession might get 
started next year: 


1. If prices get too far ahead of 


wages, buying might slacken, pro- 
duction slow down, workers be 
thrown out of jobs. 


2. W h e n 
warehouses 
and 


shelves are well stocked, the re- 
sulting drop in dealer demand for 
goods might throw production off 
balance. 
(It is estimated that 


from two to three million persons 
are employed producing goods for 
inventory buyers.) 


3. Some producers, unable to 


produce certain parts and ma- 
terials to complete their product, 
are piling up unfinished and un- 
saleable merchandise. The lack of 
a turnover is threatening some 
businesses, particularly small man- 
ufacturers. 


4. Wages and other costs are 


rising faster than some business 
men say they can increase their
